THJ5 AUDITOR'S REPORT RE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

. ; Mr. James L. Raymur's report in re 
the cost and valuo of the electric light 
plant and buildings, which had been 
tabled at a previous meeting, next came 
up for consideration. The value of the 
plant was estimated at $20,000; buildings, 
$3,701.70. The total co B t of tho plant 
was placed at $32,416.61, and the cost of 
maintenance for 1888, up toDocomber 1st , 
$10,662.72, as compared with $9,339.33 
for the yetr 1887. 

Aid Braden — Tho reason I called for 
this'report was because the oloctric light 
has been very unsatisfactory ever since it 
was introduced. It has been ((oing on from 
year to year and it appears to me it is get- 
ting worse instead of better. He thought 
that tho figures in connection with tho 
cost of electric light would form food for 
thought for the board. The light would 
soon be costing tho city almost $18,000 
per year. 

Voices about the board — Half that. 

Aid. Braden, continuing, referred to 
the increasing cost of the luxury of elec- 
tric light. Ho did not think tho city was 
old enough yet to indulge in tho luxury. 
He would advise tho incoming council to 
invest in a complete gas plant, which he 
thought would bo profitable for tho city. 

Aid. Viyolius said he had Stuelled gas 
for somo time, but thought Aid. Braden 
was incorrect in some of his statements 
in regard to the cost of electric light. 
He was not in favor of retrogression. He 
liked to see the city go forward and not 
backward, and would not like to see Vic- 
toria return to gss. He would prefer to 
see the electric light system extended. 

Aid. Coughlan compared the lighting 
of tho city when gas was used with tho 
illumination of the present time, when 
even tho outskirts are well lighted. Ho 
then procooded to explain how the runn- 
ing expenses of tho year for electric 
light appeared greater than they 
really wore owing to tho cost of some 
additions to tho plant being in- 
cluded. In regard to the contemplated 
improvements in oloctric lighting. The 
present system was now seen to be unsat- 
isfactory, as it was not the best; and if tho 
§6,000 which it was intended to dovote to 
introducing tho Brush system, was set 
apart for that purpose, and the thirty-six 
new lights placed in position, Victoria 
would bo tho best lighted city on tho 
coast. As it was, it was ono of tho best 
lighted cities on tho Pacific coast. 

Aid. Braden, in reply to Aid. Vigelius, 
reforred to tho reports in support of his 
contention. Ho thought,as Aid. Vigelius 
imagined ho smelled yas, that if he would 
leave tho lather at homo and bring a littlo 
gas with him to light his way in tlie coun- 
cil it would' bo bettor. 

Aid. Vigelius remarked that his head 
was just ns clear on tho 1st of January 
as on tho 3l8t of December. 

Mayor Grant endorsed the electric 
light as tho best and most modern illumi- 
nant known to tho world. Ho 
thought that the electric light hud 
proved far superior to gas in Victoria and 
that the poople of Victoria got more for 
thoir money when electric light was used 
for street illumination, than when gas 
was. Ho did not think that gas would 
givo tho same satisfaction to all, that 
electric light now does. Since tho intro- 
duction of electric light, tho price of gas 
has decreased, so in reality the public 
have in one respect at least, boon directly 
benefitted by the electric light. 
On motion of Aid. Coughlan, the roport 
was received and referred to the electric 
light committee. 

THE DEFERRED BUSINESS. 

On motion the balance of tho communi- 
cations tabled at previous moating, were 
received aud tiled. 

COUKTNEY STRKST DRAIN, 

The street committee recommended tho 
laying of a box drain on Courtney street, 
Adopted. 

Aid. Coughlan aaked if the clerk had 
received any communication in re the 
bonds of the lato treasurer. 

Mayor Grant replied that the matter 
was receiving attention. 

Aid. Coughlan thought it was time 
something was done in the matter. He 
also thought it would be woll for the 
clork to ask Mr. Macgregor if he intended 
to accept the position of city librarian. 

Mayor Grant remarked that he gave the 



casting voto for Mr. Macgregor, when the 
question came up for disposal, under the 
agreement that he devote $25 per 
month towards the purchase of 
books. At tho time he wished 
it to be understood that if Mr, 
Macgregor did not care to accept the 
position aa it was tendered, Mr. Murray 
should receive the appointment. 

Aid. Vigelius moved that Mr. Murray 
be appointed librarian. 

Aid. Powell thought that such action, 
without the clerk first communicating 
with Mr. Macgregor, would be insulting 
to that gentleman.

Ocean Pen ay Postage. 

London, Jan. 2.— Mr. John H. Heaton, 
M. P., who will visit tho United Statos 
shortly, expects to appear before Congress 
in the advocacy of ocean penny postages. 
Ho argues that as letters are now carried 
at that rato both in England and America 
at a profit, the same arrangement could 
bo profitably managed in transmission of 
ocean mail between the two countries. 
Non-contract steamers now carry letters 
for tho English postolnce from Southamp- 
ton to New York for about a half-penny 
(that is if forty letters to the pound), and 
the rate paid to these non-contract 
steamers is one shilling and eight pence 
per pound. Mr. Heatou calculated that 
the English postoffice make a profit of 
from fifty to sixty thousand pounds an- 
nually. On American mails, twelve mil- 
lion of letters and 2,500,000 pound 
weight of newspapers, etc., were sent to 
America in 1887 for which tho steamship 
company received less than £100,000, 
while tho English post office recoived 
more than £180,000. 

A Melancholy Kmuress. 

London, Jan. 2. — Ever since the wreck- 
ng of the Czar's train at Borki the Czar- 
ina has suffered from mental depression, 
which has increased to tho point of caus- 
ing liiuch anxiety for hor health. Her 
symptoms closely resemble tho malady 
with which her sistor the Duchess of 
Cumberland wits afflicted some time ago, 
and Professor Batkin h»B advised the 
Czar to have her treated by Professor 
Lindesdoif of Vienna, under whoBe treat- 
ment the Duchess of Cumberland was 
cured. The almost absolute certainty 
that the disaster to the Czar's train was 
the result of a criminal conspiracy has 
had much to do with the Czarina's in- 
creased depression of spirits, and it is 
believed that a sojourn outside tho boun- 
dary of Russia for a time would prove 
highly beneficial to her. 

Aaolker Cave br Contempt. 

London, Jan. 2. — Sir James Hannen, 
president of the Paruell commission, is in 
London for the purpose of conferring with 
his associate commissioners in the matter 
of anothor contempt case upon which the 
commission w ill act at its next sitting. The 
identity of the person or persons held for 
contempt is not disclosed, and the silence 
observed on this point is creating a feel- 
ing of nervousness in the breasts of many 
persons who have expressed themselves 
concerning the actions of tho commission, 
in print and otherwise. 

Skating in Eagland. 

London, Jan. 2. — Better skating than 
England has onjoyed for many years is 
reported from several points in the prov- 
inces, and a large number of professional 
matches are occurring. The contest for 
the championship of England will be de- 
cided at Cambridge on Friday. 

A Question ol Accuracy. 

London, Jan. 2. — Gladstone's telegram 
impugning the accuracy of the Tablet's 
translation of his letter suggesting that 
the position of the Pope be made the sub- 
ject of arbitration, has led to the Tablet's 
publishing the entire correspondence to- 
morrow. Tho Fall. Mall Gazette upholds 
tho accuracy of the Tablet's translation 
and aaks Gladstone what he meaiiB if he 
docs not mean international arbitration 
on the Pope's position. 

Fsir Prospects of Keeovery. 

London, Jan. 2. — John Bright is much 
better, and has fair prospects of recover- 
ing from his illness. 

Kxclllug Bcrue at an Eviction. 

Dublin, Jan. 2.— A series of very ex- 
citing scenes attended an eviction from 
the Olphert estate, in county Donegal, to- 
day. A blacksmith named O'Donnell had 
strongly barricaded his house, and the 
bailiffs and polico in attempting to effect 
an en'rnnco by storm, were several times 
repulsed. In one of the attempts Sergt. 
MoComb received severe pitchfork wounds 
in the cheek and leg, and serious injuries 
about the head from stones with which 
the attacking party wore pelted, and was 
carried away entirely disabled. Ringing 
cheers from tho bystanders greeted each 
successivo repulse of the police and bai- 
liffs. Finally, when the soldiers wore 
ordered to tire upon tho house, tho be- 
seiged party wore advised by Father 
Stephen to surrender, and theydid bo. Ten 
persons woro arrested, including Father 
McFadden. 

Murder of nn IrlHU Farmer. 

Dublin, Jan. 2. — At Ballinasloe to-day 
a farmer named Brown, who occupied a 
farm from which the tenants had been 
ovicted, was killod by four men with 
whom ho was disputing over his occu- 
pancy of the farm. One arrest has been 
made iii connection with the crime.

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A DEEP AND DOUBLE GAME. 

The price of coal in Victoria is the sub 
ject of numberloss paragraphs and articles 
in the 'Times. Everyone knows that it is 
not sympathy with the consumers of coal 
that causes our contemporary to be con 
tinually harping on that subject. Its 
hatred of Mr. Dunsmuir is so great that it 
cannot refrain from having recourse to 
this method of traducing and .misrepre- 
senting him, although it knows that by a 
cunning concealment of facts it is doing 
that gentleman tho grossest injustice 
There are other articles of general con- 
sumption which are very dear in Victoria. 
Why does the Times not try to worry and 
bully tho dealers in them to lower their 
prices ? Why should one dealer more 
than another be nagged into selling at 
lower t han tho market rates ? The course 
pursued by the Times with regard to coal 
is most unbusinesslike, and besides, it is 
dishonest in the extreme. The writers in 
the Times know well that Mr. Dunsmuir 
does not sell coal to the consumers 
Victoria. The coal used in this city is 
bought at the pit's mouth by the 
dealers here. They pay tho mining com 
pony the market prico for that quality of 
coal — six dollars a ton. There Mr. Duns 
niuir's connection with coal selling in Vic 
tenia ceases. Tho dealers may or may 
hot have their coal convoyed to the city 
by rail. Wo presume that the dealers 
sell the coal they buy at tho Wellington 
mines ns best they can, according to the 
principles of trade. It would be indeed 
strange if Mr. Dunsmuir discriminated in 
favor of Victoria coal dealers and sold to 
them for say, four dollars a ton, coal 
which he was selling t<> his other custom- 
ers for six. Even if .he did so, it is very 
questionable if tho consumer m Victoria 
would got the benefit of the reduction. 
It Mr. Dunsmuir pursued the other course 
open to him and took the retail coal trade 
of Victoria into his own hands the Times 
would doubtless be the first to denounce 
him for his "greed" and for his desire to 
monopolize everything. It is easy to im- 
agine the phillipics that would appear in 
the Opposition organ if Mr. Dunsmuir in- 
terfered with tho city coal trade in such a 
way as to drive out of it the local 
dealers who would not be in a postion to 
compote with him in the open market. 
But this is what tho suggestion which the 
Times makes amounts to. It should not 
be forgotten that all which Dunsmuir & 
Sons get for the coal sold in Victoria is 
six dollars a ton. 

Any person, oapable of reflection, can 
see that the 'Times people do not want tho 
prico of coal reduced in Victoria. As 
they are not exactly fools, they know well 
that Mr. Dunsmuir is not the kind of man 
to bo bulldozed into pursuing any par- 
ticular course. No one that has the 
slightest acquaintance with him believes 
that Mr, Dunsmuir can bo coerced into 
lowering the prico of coal, or into doing 
anything olso by abuse and vilification, 
lying and misrepresentation. He is not 
the kind of man that scandal mongers and 
journalistic bullies can drive. None in 
the community aro better convinced of 
this than the editors and inspirers of tho 
Times. So they keep on snarling and 
snapping about tho prico of coal, well- 
knowing that thoy aro taking the most 
effectual means of kooping it up to its 
present rate. As long as thoy do this 
they feel satisfied that thoy will have the 
grievance thoy have manufactured. If Mr, 
Dunsmuir, no matter from what motive, 
became a competitor of tho Victoria re- 
tail coal dealers and reduced the prico of 
coal to tho consumers, tho Times, as we 
havo already said, would be the first to 
condemn lnni for his intorforonco, or it 
would tako credit to itself for having forc- 
ed 1 him to tako measures to cut down the 
price uf conl. The citizens of Victoria can 
easily soo that the Times in persistently 
nagging Mr. Dunsmuir about the prico of 
coal has boon playing what it regards as a 
very deep game; Its editor thinks that 
he has won tho goodwill of the Victorin 
coal consumers by deploring the high 
price of coals awd by reproaching Mr. 
Dunsmuir for not reducing it, while at the 
same time he 'a pursuing a course which 
he very well knows effectually pre- 
vents its reduction. There are people who 
aro too clover by half. Such people 
aro continually over-reaching themselves. 
And this is just what the Times has done 
" ^iti this coal business. 

With regard to tho prico paid by the 



housekeepers of San Erancisco fer Wel- 
lington mine coal, a reference to ';he Ex- 
aminer of that city of the 29th ult., shows 
that it is 814 a ton. 

NOT SETTLED. 

It appears that the Manitoba crossing 
question is as far as ever from being 
settled. The Canadian Pacific Company 
refuse to accept the decision of the Su- 
preme Court as final, or as indeed in any 
way authoritative. Thoy are still bound to 
uphold what they consider thoir rights. 
This is what tho Ottawa correspondent of 
the Empire, who is perhaps as woll-iu- 
formed as any journalist at the capital, 
says on the subject : — 

The decision must be taken to mean 
that railways can be chartered and author- 
ized by the Provincial Legislatures even 
though thoy cross tho C. P. R., Grand 
Trunk, Intercolonial or other Dominion 
roads, but it does not settle whether the 
crossing can bo legally made, for it may 
well be that tho work may bo projected 
under provincial auspices, but fail of the 
requisite authority when ifc comes to the 
point of crossing. Possibly, at thut point 
then the Dominion Act prevails which 
declares that tho railway so projected is 
one for tho general advantage of Canada. 
This question being left open, 1 learn on 
the best authority that the C. P. R. Com- 
pany will litigate it in the suits which 
have already been commenced in Mani- 
toba, and will not rest until tho de- 
cision of tho highest tribunal of tho 
realm has been obtained. The suits 
in question being to securo a perpetual 
injunction restraining the Red River road 
from crossing the C. P. R. The matter 
has, therefore, now arrived at the stago 
when it becomes a subject for private 
litigation, and one in which no constitu- 
tional questions of very great moment aro 
involved. 

It is to be regretted that tho judges did 
not give theirreasons for tho conclusions at 
which they arrived. If the grounds of 
their opinion wore known it would be 
seen that it was not open to any such 
construction as the Empire's correspondent 
has put upon it. Tho value of a charter 
given by a provincial legislature cannot 
depend upon such quibbling and hair- 
splitting as we soo in tho above extract. 
Such a charter as is described above 
would be worse than no charter at all, for 
under it when a railway was commenced 
and a large expenditure incurred, tho 
management of somo railway built for tho 
general advantage could, by refusing to 
permit it to cross its tracks, make all that 
had been done utterly valueless. It is 
quite clear that if a Provincial charter is 
legal the crossing can bo legally made. 
We will be greatly surprised if the Mani- 
toba courts will grant the company the in- 
junction it seeks, or if the highest tribunal 
in tho land will permit a railway company 
by a quirk to retain privileges and powers 
which it gavo up and was paid for. 

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

The Assistant Secretary of the Imperial 
Institute has been instructed to proceed 
to the Australian and American colonios 
to explain to tho different governments 
the scope of its operations and to endeavor 
to obtain all available advice and opinions 
as to tho method of proceeding for pro- 
paring and maintaining up to dato collec- 
tions of economic and industrial products 
of the several colonies so as to bo thor- 
oughly representative in their character. 
Those collections are to be ready by the 
time the Instituto buildings aro complet- 
ed. One of tho objects of tho projectors 
of the Instituto is to provide a place in 
which the products of the whole Empire 
can bo seen. The visitor, as he proceeds 
through the building, will bo able to form 
a correct estimate of tho capabilities and 
resources of all the dependencies of Great 
Britain. They will be so arranged that 
no part of the Empire will be overlooked. 
The Instituto is also intended to bo a place 
of resort for visitors from every part of 
the Queen's Dominions. It is to be pro- 
vided with reading rooms furnished with 
all the colonial and Indian news- 
papers and periodicals, and there 
will bo attendants and officials 
whose duty it will be to make the visitors 
comfortable and to aid them in obtaining 
the information they want. It is to bo 
iioped that tho Assistant Secretary will 
obtain the active and hearty co-operation 
of the authorities in the different pro- 
vinces. In helping him to make his col- 
lections they will be doing their respective 
countries a most valuable service. It is 
only reasonable to suppose that when 
once the Institute is in operation overy 
one who wants information respecting any 
colony, or any section of a colony, will go 
there to obtain it. If it i3 equipped as 
well as it ought to be, and as it no doubt 
will be, tho ignorance of the colonies in 
Great Britain about which such complaints 
lave been made will be in a very great 
oxtent dispelled. A visit to the Instituto 
will be as effectual in getting a knowledge 
of any particular field of emigration as a 
journey to tho place itself, and tho time 
and expense saved will be very great. It 
is to be hoped that tho Imperial Institute 
will be worthy of the epoch which it is in- 
tended to commemorate— -the jubilee, year 
of Queen Victoria's roign. 



BURDENED NATIONS. 



Tho natural result of the preparations 
for war which almost every country in 
Europe has been for some time making is 
that thoy aro running deeply into dobt. 
War is in those days most expensive, 
Modern weapons cost a great deal of 
money and millions of men maintained in 
idleness are a heavy burden on tho pro- 
ducing part of tho populations. The vory 
heavy expenditure on war material and 
navies and armies cannot all bo made out 
ordinary revonue. Although taxos have 
been raisod ton per cent, debts must be 
incurred. Tho Great Powers are there- 
fore all borrowing. Russia has just ef- 
fected a large loan in Franco. Tho monoy 
was easily raised. In fact a groat deal 
more was subscribed than was required. 
Hungary wants money and, like Russia, 
has already issuod a conversion loan. 
Spain finds herself short uf funds and is 
making preparations for a raid on tho 
money market. Italy must strain her 
credit to obtain the moans of keeping her- 
self abreast of the times ns a fighting 
power. France cannot complete her 
army organization without contracting 
another loan. Expenditure keeps on in- 
creasing and it must be met in somo way. 



The budgets of the countries wo have 
named have increased from five to fifteen 
per cent, in the face of the increased tax- 
ation of ten per cent. What is tho end 
of it all going to bo ? Thinking men in 
Europe aro becoming anxious. To main- 
tain the kind of peace that now exists in 
Europe is almost as expensive as war was 
in days gone by. If war comes tho expendi- 
ture will be, for a time at any rate, in- 
creased. Can the peoples of Europe 
bear tho increased burdens, or will 
they bo willing to carry them if thoy are 
able to stagger under them i Thoy have 
boon wonderfully patient. But tho 
patienco of a people under a Government 
that has at its command two or three 
millions of armed and disciplined men is 
apt to bo misunderstood. Millions may 
submit because th<-y they seo that resist- 
ance is hopeless, and millions moro may 
not have spirit enough left even to protest 
against boing ground down by taxes in 
order that king? and their ministers may 
carry out their own ambitious Bchomes. 
But piling up debt in this way and in- 
creasing taxe3 cannot go on forever. A 
crash must como sooner or later, and thon 
tho nations will seo what fools thoy wore 
to goad each other on to bankruptcy. 
The Liverpool Mercury, commoiitiug upon 
tho financial condition of the Great 
Powers, says: "Tho great war may bo in 
the distance, or it may take place next 
year, but in any case tho English pub- 
lic will do woll in hesitating to sub- 
scribe to any of these new loans. So long 
as money is forthcoming borrowing will 
continue, until either war comes, with 
its inevitable crash, or credit collapses 
through tho utter inability of tho conti- 
nent to carry tho enormous debt it has 
laid upon itself." Wo on this side of the 
Atlantic may consider ourselves exceed- 
ingly fortunate that wo do not live in a 
country whose Government is straining 
overy effort to keep pace with its neigh- 
bors in preparations for war. and whose 
peoplo must deprive themselves of the 
comforts and oven tho necessaries of life 
to support in idleness immense bodies of 
able-bodied men, who would bo used to 
crush thorn if thoy made tho slightest 
attempt to reliove themselves of the bur- 
dens that are bowing them to the earth.

A BY-LAW 

TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OK THE 
MAYOR AND ALDERMEN OE THE 
CITY OE VICTORIA; FOR THE YEAH 
1880. 



WlIKHKAS it is provided by law that the 
nomination for Mayor and Aldermen shall bo 
held on tho second Monday in January of each 
year, from 12 m. to 2 p. m.. and the polling, if 
any, on tho Thursday following from 10 a. m, to 
■t p.m.; and it. is further provided, that tho 
Council shall, in the month of December in each 
year, appoint a Returning Ofllbor, and shall also 
name the polling places and otherwise arrange 
for tho holding of the coming election; and it is 
further provided, that tho polling, If any, at 
such election shall be had nnd taken at such 
place or places as the Council shall by By-Law 
appoint ; therefore, 

He it enacted by tile Council of the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria as followH :— 

1. The nomination of Candidates for I ho res 
pective olllces of Mayor and Aldormon of tho 
City of Victoria, shall tako place at the City 
Hall in the said City, on Monday tho Fourteenth 
day of January, 18811. 

2. In case a poll shall bo douiaiidcd at tho 
election of Mayor, tho vote of tho electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at, tho City 
Hull aforesaid, on Thursday the Hoventconth 
day of January aforesaid, 

In case a poll shall bo demanded nt tho 
election of Aldermen for any Ward, the veto of 
the electors t hereon sliall bo taken by ballot on 
tho day aforesaid at tho respective places fol- 
lowing, that is to say— in Johnson Street Ward 
at tho City Hall aforesaid ; In Yates Street 
Ward at Senator McDonald's building In Bas- 
tion Square, und In Jamoa Hay Ward at the 
Hook and I .adder House. 

4. Sections 0, 7, 8 and B of tho By-Law cited 
as tho Municipal Elections Regulation and 
Ballot Act, 187i>, and ho much of tho schedules 
thereto as are applicable shall ho road with and 
form part of tills By-Law.

A. Toy Tempi* on Nassau Street— Mys- 
terlons Bite* and Strange Superstitions 
The Presiding Priest. 

(Copyright 1888.) 

From timo to time, since the founders 
of the Theosophiaal Society sailed to In- 
dia to heathenize the natives there, news 
of their doings have interested (more or 
less) the curious in such matters, mid has 
been published widely In the newspapers 
of Europe and America. 

It is not so well known, however, that 
there is an active band of their followers 
in New York, who continue to hold meet- 
ings and issue different papers and tracts 
designed to convince the skeptical of the 
great truths of theosophy. They are not 
rich, and the notorious project of build- 
ing a Buddhist temple iu the city has nev- 
er gone farther than to form a dream in 
the minds of the promoters. They have, 
however, obtained means enough to fit up 
a place which serves for a temple, and the 
place, singularly enough is iu an office 
building in one of the very busiest streets 
in New York. They have hired a hull for 
their regular meetings, Mott Memorial 
Hall, it is, and there, on certain specified 
Tuesday nights, strange people, such ns 
wandering Hindoos, Oriental Hebrews, 
and unreconstructed Greeks hold fortli on 
the manners itiitl queer religions of their 
races and birth places. They (the Tlieos- 
phists of New York)!ilso publish a month- 
ly magazine called The Path. Nobody un- 
derstands it excepting themselves, but 
enough of them have subscribed, I am 
told, to pay the printer, and the editors 
and contributors work for the good of tho 
cause. 

Tho most remarkablo development, 
however, is unquestionably the little toy 
temple at 117 Nassau street. Here, if tho 
stories of the initiates are to be believed, 
certain marvels are to be witnessed. Un- 
happily for the interests of the newspaper 
renders these marvels are not performed 
to order, and I was tumble to persuadotlie 
mild eyed heathen priest who was in 
charge, to do any miracles for me, though 
he was willing enough to let mo inspect 
the place and its fittings. 

It is a little room. Fortunately, the 
Theosophists, like Mr. Dick, care nothing 
for tho swinging of cats, and are not ob- 
liged to rent superfluous space. You get 
into the rooms by tho prosaic means of go- 
ing up tho slowest elevator in town, en- 
tering a business office, nud getting per- 
mission there (if you can), togo through a 
side door into the sanctuary. It is tergiv- 
ersations, but it pays. 

After opening the door, the priest pulls 
a curtain aside, and if you look closely 
you will find the curtain is a Persian fa- 
bric of great beauty. Being lifted, it dis- 
closes a curious scene. Opposite the door- 
way sitsUuddlia. Thegod is small, and as 
ugly as conventionality demands, and ho 
sits cross-legged in a little niche, pouder- 
ing the inexplicable secrets of nature, as) 
imperturbablyns he would if stationed inc. 
Mahatnm's cave. Iu front of hini a pot 
of incense Is kept continually burning, 
and the smoke arises in wavy wreaths that 
load the air with a stifling perfume. On 
the floor in front of the image lies a Cey- 
lonese grass mat , brought to New York by 
Mr. William O. Judge. 

Buddha, although apparently tho pre- 
sidingdeity of the place, does not seem to 
have full sway, for on the wall at one end 
of the room, tho blazing seal of tho society 
occupies the place of houor. Over It is 
pictured In illuminated letters, the mot- 
to: "No religion higher than truth." 
Around theotherwalla are displayed some 
twenty five shields, one for each of the 
brandies of t lie society that have been es- 
tablished all over the United States. "All 
over" is not quiteaccurate, hut there are 
branch societies in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Iowa, Missouri and Califor- 
nia. These branches have each a distinct- 
ive name borrowed from the Eastern re- 
ligions among them, Ishwam, Vedanta, 
Isis, Dharma and Nirwana, This last is 
located in Nebraska, and may be suppos- 
ed by the irreverent, to stand for the prin- 
cipal desire or longing of the citizens of 
that State. 

A heavy Turkish rug covers the floor, 
and plain, ordinary, everyday furniture 
store chairs and a table stand around for 
furniture, bnt on the table as well ns on 
the walls are various objects of Interest, 
Among them are representations of the 
Theospphical convention in India, and of 
the society buildings in Bombay. An- 
other scene is the picture of an Egyptian 
initiation painted in magic colors, thepig; 
menu for which were dug by MriThiiio 
Blavatsky's fair fingers out of an ancient 
stone wall In Teheran, Those who doubt; 
this statement are st liberty to go to 
Terehan and see the wall, which is still 
there. Mr. Judge has carried this picture 
nearly all over t he world, ami it is accord- 
ingly prized highly by the faithful. Un- 
derneath tho picture is a bracket on 
which are certain occult things whose use 
the priest would not explain. They are a 
square and n pyramid of crystal, and n 
sphere of polished steel. If they are of 
any service beyond being ornamental, the 
initiates only are allowed to know it. 

Half a dozen emblems of religions other 
than Buddbaism are displayed on the 
walls. Among thorn is a drawing said to 
be a representation of an ancient Indian 
statue of a virgin and child guarded by 
Celestial shadowy beings. The priest, also 
described a bronze, which is shortly to be 
added tothe queercollectlon, and which Is 
a copy of an obelisk standing iu the rock- 
cut cities of India, deserted some three or 
four thousand years ago. This obelisk, 
he says, also bears tho sculptured images 
of a virgin and child. How the virginal 
character of these undoubtedly ancient 
representations is established, I could not 
learn. Tho priest, said it would he neces- 
Bary for me to study many volumes of un- 
impeachable history before beiug con- 
vinced. 

On the table lies a huge album contain- 
ing photographs of famous theosophists. 
and some not famous, from all over the 
world. It also contalnsa picture of somt 
Mahatma, which (tho picture) is said tc 
wink its eyes at long intervals. It did 
not wink while I was looking, but I saw 
the picture. 

The most remarkable tldng in tht 
room is a huge, misshapen mass of rock, 
crystal with what looks like a large nat- 
ural faucet. This side Is blazingly bril 
llant, or was when I saw it. It is said to 
VBry in brilliancy at times, and to bo n 
veritable magic crystal in which the spir- 
itual sighted can see visions, mostly relut 
ing to Theosophical matters. Theofficer 
consult it at certain times of tho niotitl 
to learn the condition of the branches c 
the society, and they claim that when t ht 
members of the inner circle only an 
present, queer sights are seen, and invis- 
ible bells tre heard to ring. _.„,„,„

The «reat Itaue Dog*. 

So many questions have boon asked 
and interest evinced in tho magnificent 
Great Dane dogs exhibited at tho late 
dog, pet and poultry show by Mr. Meyer 
of Port Townsend, that tho following par- 
ticulars concerning tho animals will be 
road with interest. In the first place, 
the belief that tho pups have been alroudy 
sold is erroneous, and it is also incorrect 
to stylo thorn "boar hounds," although 
they may bo successfully used for deer 
hunting, being very smart, and combining 
swiftness with great powers of endurance. 
They certainly may bo trained for boar 
hunting, but are not bred for that pur- 
pose. They are bred in Europe as com- 
panion and carriage dogs chiefly. " Mo- 
docs's " brother, for instance, is one of 
the two hugo dogs that accompany the 
Gorman Chancellor Prince Bismarck in 
his walks, rides, and travels. The "Groat 
Dane " dogs are noted for their faithful- 
ness to their masters. They onjoy- 
his company, and become only fer- 
ocius when culled upon to rescue or 
assist in case of u an attack upon Mioir 
master by strangers. They are also watch 
ful, announcing the slightest noise at, 
night, but aro never ugly to strangers or 
children, and aro merely indifferent to 
tho caresses of peoplo whom they do not 
know. Some of the pups of this breed 
of noble dogs have been sold aH high as 
$160 a piece. Mr. Meyer says, "During 
tho last five or six years, the "Great 
Dane " dogs have become very fashionable 
in Europe. In Germany, they aro used 
by the aristocracy as carriage and watch 
dogs, while students and army officers uso 
them as companion dogs. They aro prin- 
cipally bred in Berlin and Saxony. Tho 
dogs are now being introduced in tho 
eastern States as fashionable pots. I was 
offered $2,000 for Modoc when ho was 
first imported. Diana was also imported, 
and the pups born and raised in Port 
Townsend are now three months old. I 
am breeding this class of dogs in their 
various colors, viz. : silver grey, silver 
blue, mastifl' yellow, tiger color, and 
spotted colors. There aro only a few 
specimens of "Great Dane" dogs on this 
continent, imported at great oxponse from 
Europe. Modoo's father and Diana's pa- 
rents have numerous medals won in exhi- 
bitions at St. Petersburgh, Berlin, Paris, 
Vienna and other European cities. At 
the dog, pet and poultry show hold hero 
last week, the "Great Danes" took soveu 
prizes." 



The ann'* F-cllps*. 

The partial eclipse of tho sun on Tues- 
day, as was to be expected, attracted the 
attention of a great many Victorians. 
The day was unfortunately not as clear as 
might be desired to obtain tho best view 
of tho heavens, although as the hour of 
tho eclipse approached, the clouds parted 
and at one o'clock the state of the atmos- 
phere wiu all that could be desired. The 
eclipse here lasted from about noon until 
2 o'clock, the height of obscurity being at 
1:26. The shadow of the moon, travel- 
ling eastward, entered the sun's disk at 
the south-western portion of its surface, 
and at half-past one covered seven-eighths 
of the sun's surface. During the eclipse, 
tlio dusk of evening settled down and a 
chill pervaded the atmosphere.

Of bis wonderful 
ability the London Times says: A concert 
of a most interesting character was given 
yesterday in the Hanover Square Rooms.

Two Hold Uobbcrlcs.

AS APOLOGY. 

The Seattle "Timet" Betraets its StaUmmt 
Reflecting upon Capt. John Irving. 

In the early part of December, the 
Seattlo Times published a despatch from 
its Port Townsend correspondent reflect- 
ing upon Capt. J no. Irving of this city, 
and associating that gentleman with a 
gang of smugglers operating in Victoria. 
Upon the offensive article being brought 
to the notice of Cupt. Irving, he at once 
took steps to vindicate his charaoter and 
make the Times retract its sensational and 
unreliable statement. Capt. Irving placed 
the matter in tho hands of Struvo, Haines 
& McMickeu, attorneys of Seattle, and 
yesterday received tho following letter, 
which explains itself : — 
To Capt. John Irving, Victoria, B. G. 

Dkar Sir,— Your favor of the 20th inst. 
was dolayod in reaching us, but immedi- 
ately upon its receipt wo went to see the 
proprietors of the 2'i'mim, and they made 
the correction in their editorial column 
which you will find in the marked copy 
wo send you. We believe this will undo 
any wrong impression their lirst corres- 
pondent's report may have created. The 
publishers of that paper exceedingly re- 
gret the circumstance, and will make any 
further retraction you desire, or do any- 
thing further to counteract the uninten- 
tional wrong. Our opinion is, that this 
editorial notice will more than counteract 
the first correspondent's report, which on 
its faco was exceedingly sensational and 
unreliable. If you desiro any further 
statement made in the paper let us know. 
We would not adviso proceedings against 
the paper of any kind; for in the first 
place, a criminal libel would not lie under 
our law, and in a suit for damages where 
a wrong statement was unintentional, 
without malice, and believed by the pub- 
lishers to be true at the time of its publi- 
cation, only nominal damages, if uny, 
could be recovored.

To the Editor: — I have read the Rov. 
Mr. McLeod's ingenious and exceedingly 
cautious letters on the Sabbath excursion 
question with much interest. I notice 
that the reverend gentleman carefully 
avoids the theological aspect of the sub- 
ject; but, after all, it is upon the alleged 
religious obligation to keep the Sabbath 
that the whole question rests. Your cor- 
respondent takes that obligation forgrant- 
ed. But it is quite a mistake to suppose 
that all Christians feel bound to keep the 
Jewish Sabbath. I need not inform your 
intelligent readers that Sabbath-keeping, 
in tho Scotch and English senso of the 
term, is unknown on the continent of 
Europe. Neither the Protestants nor 
the Catholics of continental Europe keep 
the Sabbath as a food many worthy peo- 
ple in this country would have it kept. 
The Church of England's Sunday was very 
different indeed from the Puritan's Sab- 
bath. There must bo some reason why 
so many Christians take a different view 
of tho Lord's Day from the Sabbatariansof 
this and other countries. That reason in my 
opinion is not far to seek. No one, from 
New Testament alone, would ever imagine 
that the Sabbath would bocome a Chris- 
tian institution. The suporstitious re- 
gard for Sabbath observances among the 
strictest sect of tho Jews was more than 
once openly re'bukod by tho Saviour, and 
generally, as far as 1 can see, discounte- 
nanced by Him. I write under correction, 
but I do not believe thero can bo found 
from one end of tho New Testament to the 
other any command or injunction to keep 
tho Sabbath Day. Christian converts, 
whether Jews or Gentiles, were not 
threatened with punishment of any kind 
if they did not keep the Sabbath. Among 
tho list of sins againBt which tho first 
Christians were warned Sabbath-breaking 
is not found. It would perhaps be edify 
ing to some of those who are so ready to 
condomn their neighbors for not keeping 
the first day of the week as thoy do, if 
they would go carefully over that list, 
Seeing then that there is nothing in the 
Now Testament requiring Christians to 
keep tho Sabbath~Day of the Jews holy, 
it is not surprising that peoplo win 
take the New Testament as their guide 
do not feel that they aro under any obli- 
gation to keep the Sabbath. I need not 
toll your reverend correspondent that 
neither he nor uny one elso keeps tho Sab- 
bath day according to the letter of the 
law. Both tho day and its mode of ob- 
servance have been changed. I, for one, 
could never see by what authority this 
has been done. If wo aro toj keop the 
Sabbath day of the .lows, we must keop 
that day, the Seventh Day of the week, 
not the first, and wo must keep it as the 
Jows wero directed to observe it. That 
China boy who thought that thero was 
too much Sunday work in his master's 
kitchen was, J think, a little more logical 
than his master. If the Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Leod talks to mo about tho necessity of 
having a day of rest in every week and of 
tho benefit to be derived by devoting part 
of our time to religious duties and the 
improvement of our moral nature, I will 
listen to him not only respectfully but 
with reverence; but when ho, and those 
who think as ho does, talk about compel! 
ing mo by law to observe the First Day of 
tho week, as they believe it ought to be 
observed, 1 feel like saying, "not on com 
pulsion, gentlemen." In tho ex 
orciso of my liberty, as a Christian, 
I claim thu right to keep the 
day as my mind and my conscience 
prompt. I do not choose in such a mat- 
ter to bo governed by tho opinions of any 
man or any number of men. When the 
Sabbatarians, as they are very prone to do, 
commence to use that ugly club of theirs, 
the odium thcologicwm over tho heads of 
those who will not conform to their' prac- 
tices, thoy terrorize the weak, but in the 
strong they engender an intense and bit- 
tor antagonism, which in time extends to 
Christianity itself. In this matter of 
keeping tho Lord's Day, is it not better to 
allow every one to act as he is convinced 
in his own mind ! For my part, 1 do not 
think that true religion would lose any 
thing by taking off tho legal scrows and 
allowing everyone perfect freedom in all 
that relates to "Sabbath observance."
